“Men, Money and Motors” — he 
knows his stuff, putting it in the 
vernacular.

THIS COCKTAIL hour at the 
Recess, marking the official birth 
of the new agency, was one of 
the most unique functions of the 
sort I ever have attended. Prac- 
tically every national publication 
in the field was represented at 
the gathering. The new agency 
was starting from scratch — no 
automobile clients to announce, 
but with a background that’s 
hard to beat. MacManus himself 
—the man who has to his credit 
campaigns that have helped 
Chrysler, Dodge, Fisher Body and 
others of that caliber over many 
a tough spot in their earlier days; 
W. A. P. John, whose work on 
the Chevrolet account over a 
period of years has established 
his reputation and who once 
wrote a series for Motor Maga- 
zine that never can be beaten— 
the life stories of the big brass 
hats of the industry; and Jim 
Adams who has delivered the 
goods for Cadillac and Pontiac 
in the immediate past. Such a 
combination ought to be a factor 
in the immediate future. 

Mebbe MacManus and his col- 
leagues have something up their 
sleeves but on this particular oc- 
casion they confined their re- 
marks to commonplaces which 
may mean anything. But they 
left us guessing as to just what 
it all meant.

Dearborn, Mich. May 15.— 
World sales of Ford passenger 
cars, commercial cars and trucks 
totaled 278,553 units in the first 
four months of 1934, according 
to announcement here today. 

Reflecting the general improve- 
ment in business activity and 
buying power throughout the 
world, the total was 158.6 per 
cent greater than the total for 
the same period of 1933, which | 
was 107,699 units. By every 
means of comparison, Ford sales 
totals in the first four months’ 
period were more than one and 
one-half times greater than in 
the same period last year.

Washington, May 15.—Fighting 
to save the trucking industry 
from the disastrous effects of a 
cutthroat rate competition today 
constitutes one of the most im- 
portant functions of the code 
authority for the trucking in- 
dustry.

Loans to Industry 

NDER the Loans to Industry 
U Act it is planned to extend 
credit of $530,000,000, limited to 
individual loans of $1,000,000 each, 
in an effort to rehabilitate indus- 
try and make it possible for 
manufacturers to bring their 
plants up to date. This is a 
worthy move on the part of the 
Government and should bring di- 
rect stimulus to the capital goods 
industry—a division in our eco- 
nomic fabric which has been 
sadly slack. 

In the automotive industry, 
however, we find our weak spot 
is in the field of distribution. 
Dealers and distributors after 
four lean years have found their 
purses rather flabby and the 
credits sources rather stiff. It is 
our hope that something can be 
done either directly by the Gov- 
ernment, or indirectly by the 
Government, through the manu- 
facturer, to loosen credit for the 
dealer. 

The question as it now stands 
seems to be whether releasing 
credit to build up individual in- 
dustries is not just a little the 
wrong way to go about helping 
the greatest number of citizens. 
Our big problem, as we view it, is 
to stimulate buying. This can 
best be done by supplying poten- 
tial buyers with the where-with- 
all to buy and by assuring those 
now employed that they have 
reasonable security in their pres- 
ent jobs. 

Given a revival of buying, in- 
dustry will find a way to meet 
the demand. To rehabilitate in- 
dustry without providing a basic 
factor—demand for the products 
of industry—seems rather futile. 
We would have preferred to see 
this additional credit used to free 
the frozen bank deposits that are 
still on ice in many of our closed 
banks. This move we feel would 
have revived buying—and indus- 
try could have rehabilitated itself 
on the profits which would accrue 
from the increased demand. 


Selling Used Cars 
WEEK or so ago Automotive 
Daily News inquiring reporter 

asked a number of dealers the 
following questions: “How do you

Where in previous years 
the would-be qualifiers have been 
permitted to use high speed gears 
and extra carburetors to attain 
the requisite speeds, this time 
drivers will be permitted to warm 
up their motors but before the 
official test all fuel will be 
drained. Each is allowed enough 
fuel to allow him 10 miles to the 
gallon for the 30 miles he must 
travel to qualify—one lap before 
the official start and one lap for 
slowing down. In the interim he 
must average at least 100 miles 
per hour to have a chance to be 
one of the 33. It’s going to be a 
survival of the fittest.

Ford Leads Detroit 
Area Sales in May 


Detroit, May 15.—Sales of new 
Ford V-8 passenger cars, which 
have been steadily climbing in 
Detroit and Wayne county 
throughout the current year, 
reached an impressive total dur- 
ing the first week of May, with 
Ford obtaining more than 56 per 
cent of the entire Wayne county 
business, according to official 
figures released today. 

Out of a total of 1,609 passen- 
ger cars sold in Detroit and 
Wayne county during the first 
seven days of this month, 908 
were Ford V-8s, or more than 
56 per cent of all makes. The 
Ford V-8 passenger car sold 
nearly four times as many units 
as the next closest make, and 
more than six times as many as 
the third make.

‘Genuine Parts’ 
Outworn Term 


MEWA Claims 


Chicago, May 15.—Under the 
heading “Genuine Parts Only a 
Mental Hazard,” the MEWA 
Times of the Motor and Equip- 
ment Wholesalers’ Assn. traces 
what it declares to be a transi- 
tion from the days when the 
words “genuine parts meant ex- 
actly what they said and as such 
played an important and valuable 
part in automotive progress” un- 
til today those same words “as 
most often used, take on a decep- 
tive meaning and as such no 
longer deserve a place among the 
straightforward, clean-cut words 
and phrases of the automotive 
industry.” 

“There are a number of rea- 
sons for this changing condition,” 
continues the discussion, 

“First— When the _ industry’s 
problem became one of produc- 
tion and the demand for cars and 
trucks continued ahead of the 
supply, vehicle manufacturers 
found it necessary and advisable 
to obtain additional sources of 
supply to augment their own 
facilities. Usually when the 
volume was considerable, and as 
a factor of safety, at least two 
additional sources of supply were 
selected. These auxiliary sources 
of supply were selected for their 
ability to deliver a uniform pro- 
duct of dependable quality. 

“Secondly—In more recent 
years, as buying power gradually 
diminished and the industry’s 
problem shifted from one of pro- 
duction to one of marketing and 
distribution, and finally when the 
demand fell so far below the 
supply potential that some folks 
called it a depression, then again 
the vehicle manufacturers found 
it good business, even at times a 
necessary economy to call upon 
independent sources of supply.”

Windsor, Ont., May 15.—In a 
statement issued today by Dodge 
Brothers (Canada) Ltd., it was 
pointed out that the shipment 
records for April show greater 
volume of Dodge truck sales than 
in any month since April, 1929. 
More trucks were shipped dur- 
ing April, 1934, than during the 
first five months of 1933. There 


has been a steady increase of 
shipments each month since 
January. 


Motorists Hoard Gas 
As Attendants Strike 

Cleveland, May 15.—Motorists 
hoarded gasoline in cans, jars, 
barrels and tubs today as a 
drouth of motor fuel again de- 
scended upon the city. 

The closing of 500 filling sta- 
tions operated by independent 
dealers bottled up the gasoline 
supply for the second time since 
2,000 union attendants. struck 
three weeks ago against major oil 
companies.

Report Huge Increases 
Pittsfield, Mass., May 15.—Sales 
increases of from 35 to 485 per 
cent for the first four months of 
1934 as compared with the same 
period last year are reported by 
car dealers in this city. An ex- 
traordinarily high volume of cash 
sales was reported by several 
dealers, running as high as 90 per 
cent in some instances. 

The dealerships contacted in 
the report include the following: 
Brown Motor Sales, Ford, up 300 
per cent, with 90 per cent of sales 
for cash; Berkshire Buick Co., 
Buick and Pontiac, up 35 per 
cent, with 60 per cent cash sales; 
Cook’s Motors, Inc., Hudson and 
Terraplane, up 485 per cent; 
Brewer Bros., Reo, Plymouth and 
De Soto, up about 40 per cent; 
South Street Chevrolet, Inc., 
Chevrolet, up 82 per cent. 


Rubber Export Plan 


Allots Basic Quotas 
Washington, May 15.—Repre- 
senting the signatory countries to 
the export control plan, the In- 
ternational Rubber Regulation 
Committee has announced the fol- 
lowing basic export quota per- 
centages for the designated pe- 
riods: June to July, 100 per cent; 
August to September, 90 per cent; 
October to November, 80 per cent; 
and December, 70 per cent. 

The committee appointed by the 
respective governments of the 
areas involved (Malaya, Nether- 
land East Indies, Ceylon, India, 
Burma, French Indo-China, North 
Borneo, Sarawak, and Siam) is 
authorized to fix the percentages 
of the basic annual export quotas 
(provided for in the agreement) 
which may be exported from 
each plantation. 

It is understood by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce that 
the following are the basic quotas 
for 1934 allotted to each territory 
(excluding French Indo-China, 
which is subject to a special ar- 
rangement) on which the above 


percentages will be based (in 
thousands of tons to nearest 
500); Malaya, 504; Netherland 
East Indies, 352; Ceylon, 77; 


India, 7; Burma, 5; North Borneo, 
12; Sarawak, 24; and Siam, 15, 
in all totaling 1,019,000 tons (in- 
cluding French Indo-China). 


Sales Reach 
1929 Level in 
Western State 


Lincoln, Neb., May 15.—Every 
class of business in Nebraska 
continued to show improvement 
last month over the same period 
a year ago, and automobile sales 
compared favorably with pre-de- 
pression figures. Scotts Bluff 
county in the western part of the 
state experienced more new car 
and truck sales than for any 
previous month since 1929, with 
163 vehicles, or three more than 
in October, 1929, being sold. 

John Tainsh, salesmanager of 
the Auburn Motor Co., visited 
Nebraska on a business trip re- 
cently and reported greatly in- 
creased sales and an optimistic 
feeling on the part of dealers 
in the middlewest, especially 
throughout Nebraska and neigh- 
boring states to the south. 

Lincoln bank clearings in April 
were nearly $2,500,000 greater than 
in the same month in 1933, the 
total for the month being $8,- 
518,317 compared with $6,139,419 
last year. 

Petitions in bankruptcy filed in 
federal court at Omaha during 
the first four months of this 
year are 25 per cent less than for 
the same period a year ago. The 
four months this year brought 
119 persons into the court with 
financial troubles, compared with 
160 in the same four months a 
year ago. In Omaha alone the 
decrease in bankruptcies has been 
about 30 per cent. 


Branch Sales Double

erage sales of cars through the 
Ford Motor Co. factory branch 
here the second half of April 
doubled March volume, according 
to W. E. Simons, Milwaukee 
manager, who presided at a sales 
meeting of the local Ford Deal- 
ers’ Assn. at the Hotel Pfister 
here recently.

New York, May 15.—Not only 

has the automotive industry been 
a major contributor toward na- 
tional recovery in its employ- 
ment gains, expanding payrolls 
and increasing purchases of sup- 
plies in numerous other indus- 
tries, but it has also increased its 
budgets of other expenditures far 
in excess of national averages, 
according to Sherlock & Arnold, 
analysts. 

The national magazine advertis- 
ing account of the industry for 
the first four months of the cur- 
rent year is 22 per cent in ad- 
vance of that for 1933 while the 
average increase was but 12% 
per cent, Radio advertising for 
the same current period shows 
a gain of 70 per cent for the in- 
dustry compared to the average 
increase of only 331-3 per cent, 
Sherlock & Arnold report.

On the 
other are those who would fore- 
stall any necessity for showing

marginal restrictions, are ex- 
pected to be composed without 
delay. 

Settlement of these two points 
is expected to take the form of 
House acceptance of the Senate 
provision establishing a special 
commission for the administra- 
tion of the act, with the upper 
branch ratifying the House re- 
quirement of a 55 per cent mar- 
ginal restriction. 


Report Clause Eased! 

With reference to one clause 
rigorously opposed by the auto- 
mobile industry, that dealing with 
the requirement of regular finan- 
cial reports, its final form is less 
objectionable than many of its 
industrial and business oppon- 
ents thought it would be. The 
Senate bill gives considerable 
discretion to the administrative 
commission in deciding whether 
such reports shall be demanded 
and what form they shall assume. 

With the stock exchange bill 
now disposed of save for a few 
formalities, interest on the part 
of industry and business centers 
primarily in the fate of the pro- 
posed legislation to liberalize the 
much-attacked securities act. 
With respect to this legislation, 
backed by the nation’s motor in- 
dustry leaders as well as those 
engaged in other enterprise, the 
situation is not an altogether 
happy one. That is _ because, 
while the enactment of stock ex- 
change control law fits in excel- 
lently with the timeliness of 
securities act liberalization, the 
press of other legislation as Con- 
gress battles to adjourn may 
prevent finding a place for it on 
the calendar. 

Industry, however, denied many 
another legislative favor in this 
session of Congress, may be suc- 
cessful in its effort to gain con- 
sideration for securities act lib- 
eralization. It is backing its plea 
for consideration in this connec- 
tion with evidence to show that 
many corporations are ready to 
float new loans and expand ac- 
tivities as soon as they are given 
exemption from what they regard 
as the subversive effects of the 
existing act. 


Code Suit Quashed 


In Nebraska Court 
Lincoln, Neb. May 15.—The 
first and only NRA lawsuit in 
the state was dismissed in district 
court here by the plaintiff, Wilber 
J. Bachman, independent oil 
dealer at Grand Island, who sev- 
eral months ago filed a $30,000 
damage suit against the Standard 
Oil Co. of Nebraska and four of 
its dealers at Grand Island for 
alleged violation of the code by 
underselling and infraction of the 
state anti-trust laws. Sterling 
Mutz, attorney for Bachman, dis- 
missed the case without prejudice 
to further action and declined to 
comment on whether another 
action would be filed. He said 
no settlement had been made.
